HENRY FORD NOW 
WORLD’S RICHEST 
MAN IS ESTIMATE 


New York, May 5.—Henry Ford is 
now the richest man in the world, a 
statement of corporation filed in Mas- 
sachusetts indicates. His automobile 
business, which twenty years ago 
was capitalized at $100,000, now has 
on hand actual cash $169,605,687, an 
increase of more than $50,000,000 
over 1922. His personal fortune is 
estimated at from $600,000 to $750 
000,000. 

John D. Rockefeller was ,at one 
time credited with being the world’s 
richest man, but since he has given 
away a billion dollars estimates 
place his fortune at $300,000,000 which 
leaves Ford in the van. 

Particularly interesting, 
experts declare, is the prosperous 
condition of the Ford company in 
the Hght of the fact that only two 
years ago he refused to bow to 
Wall St. At that time he needed 
cash, and said so. Wall street ex- 
pected to have the pleasure of send- 
ing him home empty handed. Hear. 
ing this, he calmly announced that he 
would let Wall street alone, reduced 
the price of his cars, increased his 
factory production to capacity, usked 
his dealers for immediate payment, 
and shortly found himself in posses-

Tendency That 
Needs Checking 


Last year the Gyro club spent’ a 
large amount of money, time and ef- 
fort in converting Patricia Square into 
a playground for children. <A splen- 
did equipment of slides, swings, and 
other apparatus was installed, and a 
large number of trees planted, with 
2 view of creating a small park. 
Some of the playing devices were put 
out of action before the summer was 
ended, and it is now found that 
many of the ‘trees have been des- 
troyed by children: or by vandals of 
more mature years. In ,the circum- 
stances that can hardly be wondered 
at. A. good many of the trees plant- 
ed along the streets last year by 
public spirited citizens have also 
been broken down. And in many 
parts can be seen the stumps’ of 
trees which were planted by the city 
years ago, at i cost of five to ten 
dollars each, and which met the game 
fate. It is not at all likely that young 
Edmonton is any worse than his con 
temporaries elsewhere, but the ap- 
parent fact is that he is a good deal 
more inclined to destruction .than he 
ought to.be.

It {s ‘impossible to sup- 
pose. that all, or even most of this 
juvenile destructiveness proceeds from 
a deliberate desire to do wrong. Ig- 
norance must account for most of it. 
‘That: puts. the: matter: of city beau- 
tification up squarely to the parents 
and teachers, and also to the police 
where occasion demands. If the stréets 
and public places-in thig city are ever 
to be made attractive this spirit will 
have to be checked. There is small 
use trying to get people to enthuse 
on the subject of beautifying the 
yards, streets and parks while they 
know that a good deal of the money 
and work will be wasted. Of course 
boys will be boys, and girls will he 
girls, but there is no ‘occasion that 
either of them should be uninformed 
as to the duty and advantage of tak- 
ing care of things which tend to make 
life pleasant. Parents can probably 
do more than all others to instill into 
the minds of the little folks right 
ideas as to the sacredness of public 
and private property. But the teach- 
ers can also do much. There i3 on 
the curriculum a subject known’ as 
‘civics’. It would seem to be emin- 
ently proper and most essential that 
instruction in that branch should be- 
gin at a basis of things, and the child 
be taught first of all that public pro- 
perty is to be taken care of, and that 


be ruined. And where parents and 
teachers fail, there is room for a lit- 
tle supervising by the police. — The 
man in the\blue uniform commands 
deference whet sometimes all others 
fail. If it known that he is on the 
job, and intetids to see that the teach- 
ings of parents and teachers. are 
obeyed, there will be a notable lessen- 
ing of the youthful destructiveness 
that is now altogether too prevalent. 
This time of the year, when improve- 
ments are the order of the day, and 
when trees have to be planted if they 
are to be planted at all, would seem 
to be the occasion for parents and 
teachers to combine in an effort to 
direct the little folks along more 
wholesome lines. And if the police 
department can arrange the summer 
schedule so ag to provide that an 
officer shall occasionally take a look 
around the playgrounds and other 
public piaces, and that the man on the

Numerous experiments in the ex- 
traction of gasoline from the various 
tar sands and other }itumineus de- 
posits of Alberta have been going on 
for a considerable time, with vary- 
ing degrees of success. Similar work 
has been under way across the line, 
where the operation of what is known 


as the Linton process has attracted | 


much. attention among producers and 
refiners. 


After ten years of experimentation, 
Ernest O. Linton, the inventor, has 
produced a new process of extracting, 
if not actually creating, gasoline from 
‘petroleum, the success of which has 
been demonstrated repeatedly in 
plants of commercial size operating in 
Chicago and in Fort Worth, Texas. 
As nearly as can be learned from per- 
sons who have seen the process’ in 
operation, the heavy oil is filmed ov- 
er surfaces heated to a certain tem- 
perature, causing vapors to arise 
which are taken into a super-heated 
cracking chamber, where the molv- 
cules composing the vapors are dis- 
integrated or ‘eracked”, forming "1 
new combination popularly known as 
gasoline. The vapors are then -re- 
moved into & condenser and are con- 
verted into a distillate produet which 


in turn is fractioned into gasoline and | 


gas oil. The process is repeated un- 
yield is exhausted.

_ LEGAL “When the bison disappeared from 
eC” J the western plains of Canada, the 
E. D. H. WILKINS Indians, about thirty thousand in num- 
ber, became a charge on the people of 
Canada. There were some persons 
who held that nothing better was to 
be expected than that the redmen 
would have to be rationed-and cared 
for by the government as long as any 
of them remained. The department 
of Indian affairs, however, believed 
that, given opportunity and training, 
the Indians would in time become 
self-supporting, and thus an asset in- 
stead of a Hability to the Dominion. 

“In the nearly forty years that 
have passed since the Indians of the 
‘|prairie provinces had to. change their 
mode of living, the officers of the de- 
partment have steadily labored to 
bring this about, often in the face of 
misunderstanding, and  discourage- 
ment. However, the efforts of the 
Indian industrial schools and the 
training given by the farm superin- 
tendents on the reserves have had 
their effect and today the outlook is 
most encouraging.
